Little comment 
on proposed 
teacher pact

A teacher contract proposal with a 
district-estimated $6 million price tag 
drew comments from four Lompoc 
citizens last night at a public hearing 
before the school board 
The comments were few and brief, but 
spoken emphatically. 
Robert Ferrence found “ ridiculous” 
and “ outrageous” some of the items in­ 
cluded in a proposal by the Lompoc 
Education Association 
The LEA was 
elected by teachers last month to repre­ 
sent them in the school district s first ex­ 
ercise in collective bargaining 
Ferrence first objected to LEA 's ask­ 
ing that teachers with class sizes that ex­ 
ceed certain maximums receive $400 for 
each “ additional” pupil 
LEA has “ the audacity,” he said, to 
ask for 20 days paid leave for its 
representatives, and for use of school 
facilities to conduct LEA business 
Ferrence also said that the district 
should not provide teachers with fully 
paid health and dental insurance in addi­ 
tion to the $806 currently allotted for 
medical and other benefits 
He also spoke against LEA 's request 
that the district pay for training of 
teachers to insure that they receive good 
evaluations “ Why is it we pay the top 
wages and still have to pay for the train­ 
ing of personnel?” he asked 
LEA President Carol Linger com­ 
mented later that Lompoc district 
teacher salaries are “ not top by a long 
shot They are slightly below average for 
the state “ 


Ferrence also complained that the 
LEA proposal includes the provision that 
teachers receive half-pay for up to five 
months absence due to illness or dis­ 
ability 
Assistant Superintendent Alice 
Milligan pointed out. however, that state 
law already requires that teachers be 
paid for such extended illness the dif­ 
ference between their salary and the 
substitute's salarv 


Thomas McCarthy told the board that 
LEA 's wage increase proposals would 
fuel inflation 
perpetuate a “ round 


robin" of spiraling salary and consumer 
costs. 
“ Most people like myself have to de­ 
pend on a promotion or earn a pay in­ 
crease,” he said “ Those of us who don't 
get cost-of-living increases are going to 
fall behind ” 
The LEA is asking for a first-year 
raise of 1.5 times the cost-of-living in­ 
crease, and raises in subsequent years 
equal to the cost-of-living increase The 
request amounts to a nine per cent raise 
for next year, and another raise up to six 
per cent for the following year 
Harry Coy added briefly that public 
sympathy for teacher requests is dwindl­ 
ing “ Last year it may have been poor 
teachers,“ ’ he said “ This year it's ‘poor 
taxpayers.’” 
Finally, Gail Steiger, former school 
board member, spoke against LEA's 
request that the final step in a grievance 
procedure be binding arbitration 
Under present district policy, the 
school board has final authority in handl­ 
ing teacher grievances The LEA request 
means that an outside mediator from an 
arbitration service could resolve dis­ 
putes and prescribe solutions 


“ It's a power to be given away in the 
bargaining process, and I'm saying hold 
onto it,” Steiger said 


Steiger also objected to an LEA provi­ 
sion that the union be able to process a 
grievance for a teacher, even if that 
teacher does not wish to do so As a 
result, she said. LEA could “ use a 
person to prove a political point 
The 
organization would be taking the deci­ 
sion from the individual “ This Saturday 
the board will hold a private conference 
with Alice Milligan, chief collective 
bargaining negotiator for the district 
Milligan has indicated that the board 
would present an “ initial response" to 
LEA and the public by June 14 


The negotiations to follow should 
result in a binding written agreement 
between the district and LEA 
The 
agreement supposedly would be a com 
promise between the initial proposals of 
the two sides 
School goal results 
said as expected

Lompoc parents agree that local 
schools should emphasize the develop­ 
ment of “ reading, writing and listening" 
skills is the not too surprising conclusion 
of a district “ needs assessment task 
force ' 
The 468 parents surveyed by the com­ 
mittee could not so well agree on the ex­ 
act ranking of 18 other educational goals 
But according to a computer analysis of 
the survey, “ gain a general education," 
“ develop pride in work and a feeling of 
self-worth." “ develop good character 
and self-respect." and “ learn how to ex­ 
amine and use information" also rank 
highest among parents 
Students surveyed expressed different 
ideas on what they want from an educa­ 
tion The goal they ranked highest was 
learning how to manage money and 
property 
Reading and writing placed 
almost last on the students' list 
The needs assessment committee also 
observed that secondary schools con­ 
sider the teaching of job-related skills 
City's 1976 taxable sales 
increase over $8 million 
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Fire station work funded 


more important than do the elementary 
schools 
Parents, faculty and students not only 
ranked but rated the schools’ perfor­ 
mance in achieving the 18 goals 
All 
three groups, according to the survey, 
rated the district’s performance as 
“ fair, but more needs to be done" in 
almost all 
goals 
The committee 
acknowledged however, that the survey 
was “ loaded toward the mean" and the 
rating results, therefore, not very 
significant or revealing 
Com mittee 
chairperson 
Robert 
Thompson 
assistant superintendent in 
charge of curriculum, also presented a 
“ management plan” whereby each 
school would devise specific ways to ad­ 
dress the survey ranking results 
According to the plan, each school 
would form a parent advisory committee 
to “ determine which top-ranking goals 
are most important." Thompson said 
Then subcommittes would be formed to 
develop a “ specific objective" for each 
goal 
Plans for progress measurement 
and reports would also be worked out

begun, he said 
An estimated $300.000 plus of the grant will go for rehabilitation of the fire 
station and the balmce of the grant for administration and contingencies, Lam 
said As a condition of the grant requirements the city will spend about $15.000 
in carry-over funds on the rehabilitation of low income housing Actually the 
money will go tor low interest loans to those who qualify. Lam said 
Under terms of the fire station project, the city will tear down the unsafe

Rhodesians 
pull out of 
Mozambique 


SA LISBU RY. Rhodesia <U PI) 
- The 
military today announced Rhodesian 
troops have begun pulling out of Mozam­ 
bique. where they overran four guerrilla 
bases and seized a major town in 
Rhodesia s longest military operation 
outside its border* 
Lt 
Gen 
Peter Walls. Rhodesia's 
supreme military commander, said in a 
statement his forces Wednesday lifted 
their occupation of Mapai. 47 miles in­ 
side Mozambique 
“ and were now 
returning to Rhodesia 
“ They completed their task of destroy­ 
ing terrorism arms and ammunition 
dumps 
said the statement, adding that 
Walls was satisfied that the objective of 
t ht* five-day old ground and air thrust 
into Rhodesia’s eastern neighbor “ had 
been achieved 
Walls denied refxirts from the Mozam­ 
bican capital of Maputo that Mozam­ 
bican regulars engaged the Rhodesians 
“ The only contact had been with 
Rhodesian terrorists.” Walls said, ad­ 
ding that “ care had been taken” to avoid 
areas where there was a known Mozam­ 
bican military presence 
There was no immediate comment on 
reports by the official Mozambican news 
agency that Rhodesian jet aircraft 
bombed 
civilian centers, 
including 
railway stations farms, schools and pop­ 
ulated areas 


Walls said there was never any inten­ 
tion of holding the town of Mapai, which 
Rhodesian forces captured Monday, “ or 
any other part of Mozambique 


He said the invasion was a “ defensive 
action ' taken to protect residents of 
southern Rhodesia from guerrilla at­ 
tacks Walls said “ over 90 per cent of the 
civilian victims of terrorist attacks were 
black Rhodesians of whom more than 
1.100 had been brutally murdered by 
terrorists “ 


The invasion provoked an international 
outcry, including protests from the 
United States Britain. West Germany, 
black African countries and U N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim

Sheriff's budget aired

The Board of Supervisors went into a 
second day of budget hearings today on 
the proposed $98 3 million countywide 
budget for 1977-78 prepared to tackle a 
proposed $5 7 million sheriff-coroner 
budget, plus a $3 2 million budget for 
county detention facilities 


Sheriff John W 
Carpenter and top 
aides were to make a plea against 
proposals by the administrative office to 
delete seven deputy positions authorized 
last year but not funded to meet a cur­ 
tailed budget 


Carpenter's budget requests were sup­ 
ported by John Sherman, president of 
Vandenberg Village Association 
In a 
prepared statement which he read to the 
supervisors, 
Sherman 
said. 
“ The 
Vandenberg Village taxpayer finds it 
hard to understand why a sheriff in Santa 
Maria will respond in an average lime of 
nine minutes, on the South Coast in 12 


minutes and vet in the Lompoc Valley he 
won't be there for 22 minutes He finds it 
hard to understand why a deputy sheriff 
in Lompoc will spend only 2 7 hours of an 
eight-hour shift on patroi while a deputy 
on the South Coast will spend 3 7 hours 
and one in Santa Maria or Santa Ynez 
will spend 4 5 hours He finds it hard to 
understand why reserves have to be used 
to maintain an average of 1 5 men on 
duty ” 
Sherman said the Lompoc Sheriff's 
Substation is undermanned based on 
geography and the increased service 
required by Cabrillo High School 
Sherman noted that “ more than 300 cars 
were at remote Jalama Beach 
over 
Memorial Day weekend, requiring 
sheriff presence At a time such as this, 
the rest of the district has no reasonable 
sheriff services 
Another major budget coming up late 
today is the proposed $4 4 million fire 
department budget showing a net county 
cost of $398 613 This is a reduction of 


$101 613 due to an increase in hours of 
countv firemen achieved earlier this 
vear over the protest of the firefighters’ 
union which has gone to court 
Earlier the board adopted a Santa 
Maria hospital budget of $865.472 on the 
assumption 
the hospital w ill 
be 
operational the full fiscal year starting 
July 1 The hospital has been reduced to 
a 16 bed skilled nursing facilitv and out­ 
patient clinic 
The board made a further slash this 
year in general relief appropriation cut­ 
ting the recommended appropriation of 
$226 000 to $200,000 This welfare cost is 
borne entirely by county taxpayers 
whereas other county welfare costs are 
reimbursed approximately 75 percent by 
state and federal governments 
The welfare administration budget, 
along with the categorical aides budget, 
totaling more than $23 million were ap­ 
proved However, the net county cost is 
$5 9 million as compared to $7 2 million 
last vear 
Industrial park annexation okayed

The Local Agency Formation Commis­ 
sion (LAFCOi. Wednesday approved the 
annexation of 16 5 acres to the City of 
Lompoc for an industrial park 
A battery of Lompoc representatives 
were on hand in Santa Maria when the 
commission, with two of its members 
absent, approved the annexation. 3-0 
The action was on the motion of Commis­ 
sioner Eugene C Stevens, who repre­ 
sents Lompoc Stevens coupled his mo­ 
tion with the proviso 
that adequate 
screening be developed to protect nearby 
homes 
The parcel is bounded by Laurel and 
Chestnut avenues and by Seventh and 
12th streets on the east edge of the city 
The commissin voted after some 
soulsearching questions by Commis­ 
sioner David Shiffman. about the use of 
prime agriculture land for construction 
Stevens and Jack Lam, the city’s com­ 
munity development director assured 
the commission that the city was com­ 
mitted to maintaining its present boun­ 
daries on the south, east and west as a 
protection for prime agriculture lands 
Stevens said the city has no desire to 
“ jump the river.” in the east 
Lam said the city had a shortage of 
land for industrial purposes and needed 
the annexation to help cut down the 
ranks of the unemployed 
Commission chairman J Tim Terry 
said, “ it appears that there will be an af­ 
firmative vote.’’ on the annexation, but 
he urged some of the Lompoc represen­ 
tatives to speak if they desired Lompoc 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz ac­ 
cepted the offer 
“ For 11 years we ve 


been trying t<> get an industrial park to 
provide jobs and spread the city’s tax 
base This project that has come to us is 
a gift from heaven, it's the light at the 
end of the tunnel ’ 
Lefkowitz cited the area's unemploy­

Carter met with Democrats from the 
energy subcommittee of the House Com 
merce Commit tee shortly before the 
panel began editing the non-tax portions 
of the administration’s program 
Carter s proposals for higher gasoline 
taxes have met stiff resistance in 
Congress and his plan to boost the price 
of gasguz/ling automobiles has been at­ 
tacked by both the auto industry and the 
United Auto Workers 
“ He made a passionate plea for us to 
resist what he said was every special in 
terest group ” said Moffett “ You have 
to try to resist that 
he said Most of the 
people there came away pretty impres 


sed It was a heck of a good meeting ’’ 
Presidential energy adviser James 
Sehlesinger attended the meeting and 
Rep Philip Sharp, D-Ind , said Carter 
“ created the spirit of We have to do 
something and do it quickly 
“ Several people there expressed their 
concerns about clean air profits in the 
gas industry, solar energy and that sort 
of thing,’ Sharp said “ There were state­

all state and local levels with 
the full environmental dis­ 
closure needed for informed 
decision-making on Pt Concep­ 
tion and alternative sites.”

Nightclub fire source now determined 


SOUTHGATE. Ky (U P I) 
The Beverly Hills nightclub fire 
that killed at least 161 persons 
started in a 15-by-30 foot party 
room known as the “ Zebra 
Boom" just after members of a 
wedding party vacated, the 
chief in ve stig ato r reported 
Wednesday night 
Meanwhile 
a controversy 
developed over whether the 
Kentucky fire marshal had 
labeled the plush supper club 
dangerous" last December 


In Frankfort state Sen Tom 
Easterly said F ire Marshal 
Warren Southworth told him. " I 
know it's dangerous.” But 
Southworth replied. " I don't 
recall that conversation " 


Disclosure of the fire's origin 
came in the initial report from 
an investigating team that has 
been combing the rubble of the 
burned-out nightclub 
Physical evidence indicates 


the fire o rig in a te d 
in the 
general area of the Zebra 
Room 
used to accommodate 
small parties of about 30 per 
sons,“ said Kentucky State 
P o lice C o m m issio n e r Ken 
Brandenburgh 
Reports and interviews mdi 
cate a wedding party was held 
in the room earlier and vacated 
a short time prior to discovery 
of the fire 
A waitress dis­ 
covered the lir e and she 
notified other employes who in 
turn notified guests 
"W e have found evidence of 
attem pts to extinguish that 
fire .” Brandenburgh added He 
said several fire extinguishers 
were found 
“ We have not 
revealed any evidence that the 
fire is of a suspicious nature ” 
The cause of the fire still has 
not been determined 
We arc yet to learn the 
source and cause and the 
method and route (how the fire 


spread).” said Brandenburgh 
Numerous pieces of evidence 
have been collected and w ill be 
subjected to laboratory tests 
The evidence includes paneling, 
carpeting, ceiling tile, flooring 
and other finished materials ” 


Brandenburgh also said in­ 
vestigator- are trying to deter­ 
mine exactly how many persons 
were in the gigantic, 23-room 
nightclub when the fire started 
Employ«* estimates ranged as 
high as 3 500 to 4,000. raising 
question*- about whether the 
club wa" overcrowded.

Cooking talents

“ Cooking Talents’’ column. Emma Harris, member of 
FCI Ladies Auxiliary writes: 
“ Hope you like these recipes. The first I found in an 
article on wavs to encourage small children to help at 
home It’s simply ‘Unbelievable Cookies ” 


1 cup peanut butter 


1 cup sugar 


1 egg 
Cream sugar and peanut butter Add egg and mix un­ 
til smooth Shape into balls 1 to IV2 inches in diameter 
and place on ungreased cookie sheet Flatten balls by 
criss-crossing pressure with a fork to about 1/3 inch 
thickness 
Bake at 325 degrees until lightly browned, about 10- 
12 minutes Makes 2 to 2Mu dozen cookies. About 85 
calories pier cookie 


This second recipe is from a ’65 FCI Cook Book and 
friend Hannah Dwyer. 
Appetizer Puffs 


l 2 cup boiling water 
V4 tsp salt 
Mi cup cooking oil 
4 cup flour 


2 eggs 
Bring water to boil in saucepan Reduce heat to low; 
add oil. salt and flour all at once Cook stirring 
vigorously until mix leaves sides of pan and forms 
compact ball Remove from heat; cool mix slightly 
Add eggs one at a time, beating hard after each addi­ 
tion until mix is smooth and glossy. Drop by teaspoon 
(I use v2 to 1 3 tsp > on ungreased cookie sheet. Bake 
15 minutes in 400 degree oven until lightly puffed and 
browned Cool. (I slit the puffs and return to the oven 
— heat off — for a few minutes so they’re not soggy 
when filled). 
Filling — Mix 1 cup flaked shrimp or crab meat. 4 
cup finely chopped celery. 1 tsp minced parsley, few 
drops onion juice. 2 tbsp mayonnaise and fill each puff 
with 1 tsp ( Mi tsp ) of mix I ’ve also used egg salad or 
tuna for my filling with good results. 


This third recipe is one of my mother-in-law’s 
favorites, which she gave me over 30 years ago 


Depression Cake 
1 cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 
1 3 cup vegetable shortening 
1 tbsp aromatic bitters 
4 tsp baking powder 


1 cup coarsley broken walnuts 


1 cup water 
1 cup seedless raisins 


2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
Mi tsp baking soda 
V2 tsp salt 
Combine sugar, water, shortening, raisins and bit­ 
ters in saucepan Bring to a boil, boil for one minute. 
Cool to lukewarm Stir in remaining ingredients until 
well blended Pour into a greased and floured 9 inch 
square baking pan Bake in preheated, moderate oven 
(350 degrees) for 35 minutes or until firm in the center 
Cut into squares and serve — warm or cold, dusted 
with confectioners sugar if you wish I ’ve used dates, 
cherries, mixed fruit or chocolate chips in any number 
of combinations and they always taste good 
My 
friends tease because I never follow a recipe exactly 
as it’s supposed to be the second time, sometimes even 
change it the first time I like to experiment and have 
found many new and interesting dishes Also some dis­ 
asters! 


This last recipe is for rolls or bread It came from 
the recipe files of a friend. Lois Paul and has never 
failed Start at 3 p m Makes 48 rolls 


To 4 cups of warm, not hot. not cool, water add 1 pkg 
yeast (active drv — 4 oz.). Let stand 5 minutes. Add 1 
cup sugar. 1 cup oil. 3 eggs and 1 tbsp salt Blend Mix 
in gradually and knead 13 cups flour (approximately - 
or more but never less) until dough loses its stickiness 
Cover and let rise in oven (pilot light warmth) no 
heat, until 5 p m 
Punch down 
Let rise again until 9 p m — uncovered — 
To shape buns Grease hands, shape small amounts 
of dough, about the size of a golf ball Place on greased 
cookie sheets, press down firmly 
Let rise overnight, covered with a cloth 
8:30 a m Bake 15 minutes at 375 degrees 
The same recipe can be used for bread — just shape 
into oblong pieces that half fill your loaf pan. let raise 
overnight and bake at 375 degrees. 30 to 40 minutes or 
until loaves sound hollow when tapped Good luck

Red tape saves lives 


WASHINGTON — Bureaucratic red 
tape, if not President Carter's human 
rights policies, may have saved a few 
poor souls in B'l Salvador from being gun­ 
ned down by the military dictatorship s 
tin soldiers 
The incident is worth recording as sad 
evidence that the bureaucrats in their 
State Department cubicles were paying 
little attention to the 
p re s id e n ts 
sta te ­ 
m ents 
E a r ly 
in 
February, the military 
governm ent of E l 
Salvador placed an 
o rd e r 
w ith 
an 
American arms dealer 
for $96.227 85 worth of 
weapons, 
including 
hollow-point 
bullets 
and submachine guns 
These ugly goods, 
according to license 
applications filed with 
the State Department, were needed for 
“ internal security “ The applications 
didn t mention that the government had 
scheduled national elections on February 
20. and expected trouble from a restive 
populace The weapons were to be used, 
apparently, against opponents of the 
military regime 
State Department officials approved 
the sale, with the exception of a few 
items, in time for delivery before the 
election But in a bureaucracy, a deei 
sion is seldom final 
Any bureaucrat 
worth his salt will seek the endorsement 


of others to reduce his own liability The 
weapons sale approval, therefore was 
bucked to other desks for comment 


The national elections were held in El 
Salvador, meanwhile, without the extra 
hollow-point 
bullets and submachine 
guns Ballot boxes, conveniently stuffed 
beforehand, were substituted for the real 
thing Additional votes were cast in the 
names of citizens in the cemeteries 
Poll watchers, who questioned these 
tactics, were intimidated and arrested 
To no one’s great surprise, the military- 
backed candidates were triumphant 
Protests by the opposition party were 
brutally suppressed 
The government 
claimed only five people were killed, but 
our sources say at least a hundred El 
Salvadorans died 


This sort of unpleasantness could have 
backfired on the officials who approved 
the arms sale They reconsidered the ap­ 
proval which, blessedly, was still cir­ 
culating in the bureaucratic labyrinth 
As one official put it delicately 
The 
passage of time had produced a different 
set of conditions in E l Salvador 


The previous decision, therefore, was 
revoked The sale of some w’eapons was 
flatly disapproved, others were held up 
for 
“ further consideration 
The 
bureaucrats, in other words, had unwit­ 
tingly prevented the sale of arms which 
probably would have been used by the 
military dictatorship to fire upon those 
who dared to protest the fradulent elec­ 
tions.

walk on the Schubertnng and listen to 
the beautiful Viennese music of Lebar. 
Stolz and Strauss played by an expert 18- 
piece orchestra in Schubert Park, climb 
the bell tower and view the catacombs of 
St Stephan's Cathedral where the bones 
of the thousands of victims of the Black 
Plague are stacked up like firewood We 
did all this and by plying the concierge 
with some extra schellings. managed to 
see the performance of “ Nugion” at the 
Volksoper and the Sunday morning ex­ 
hibition of the fabulous Lipizzaner horses 
at the Spanish Riding School It was a

P E O P L E POISONING - Thousands 
of people have been poisoned and at least 
40 people have died during the past five 
years as a result of the overuse of 
pesticides in Central America The cot­ 
ton fields have been saturated with some 
toxic chemicals that are now banned in 
the United States. 


These are the findings of a United Na­ 
tions environmental team, which con­ 
ducted an 18-month study of pesticide 
use in the cotton-growing areas of El 
Salvador 
Guatemala, 
Honduras and 
Nicaragua 


‘To varying degrees.“ the team 
reported, “ almost all components of the 
Central American ecosystem have been 
affected “ In 1,600 samples, the team 
found various levels of highly toxic DDT 
deadly Parathion. and the suspected 
cancer-causing Toxophene 


The reckless use of pesticides has gone 
on for over 15 years under the auspices 
of the wealthy Central American 
families who own many of the cotton 
plantations They've made huge fortunes 
by selling cotton to Asian countries 
which, in turn, manufacture clothing for 
U.S. markets 


At the same time, the environmental 
devastation caused by the pesticides has 
forced some impoverished sm all 
farmers to leave their land Their pitiful 
plots have become so contaminated that 
they cannot grow enough com and beans 
This has turned them 
into peons who 
survive bv working for the large cotton 
plantations 
It was not until some of the land 
barons own cattle became contaminated 
that they began to be concerned about 
the problem In the past 15 years, at least 
$1 7 million worth of beef cattle have 
been tainted by pesticides 
The UN team was brought to Central 
America to assess the damage and to in­ 
troduce pest management techniques 
Earlier UN efforts had already brought a 
gradual reduction in human poisoning 
from 6.078 cases in 1972 to 2,074 in 1975 
The new UN team was able to reduce 
pesticide use by as much as 63 per cent 
on test plots 
Footnote One insect that has resisted 
the poisonious environment is the tough 
malaria mosquito, which seems to thrive 
on pesticides 
The Central American 
governments are now using costly 
propoxur to fight the deadly mosquito 
The result has been fewer sprayings and 
a rise in the incidence of malaria 


Two events that always coincide with

apologetically the other day that not one 
employer had come forward thus far 
with the offer of any jobs That dismal 
beginning could change in the next few 
davs. but no one is making any predic- 
t ions 
In terms of the community's peace of 
mind on June 10. final day of school, 
authorities were hoping for the best and 
preparing for the worst 
In the past, even during a normal 
week, residents along Constellation 
Road have complained that the road had 
become a “ race track “ That’s the word 
that’s used, despite a prodigious effort to 
control the situation 
The sheriff s office has approved a 
petition along with others, for a parking 


ban along Constellation Road, across 
from Cabrillo High School Whether that 
can be worked out in time for the end of 
school a week from now was uncertain, 
according to Lompoc Sheriff’s Substa­ 
tion assistant 
commander 
Michael 
Hoquette 
Poquette said the whole situation is be­ 
ing studied 
One thing is certain, however, the 
authorities including Poquette and his 
troops and Lompoc Police Chief J D 
Smith and his troops, are going to 
monitor traffic very carefully Tickets 
will be issued for infractions of the vehi­ 
cle code School authorities reportedly 
are cooperating in the program 
In other respects, Municipal Court 
Judge Terrill F Cox has demonstrated 
he will deal sternly with those who 
trespass on school campuses before the 
end of the school year Cox has issued 
Stem sentences and warnings in three 
cases involving trespassing, two of the 
culprits going to jail and a third, 
banished from the campus of Cabrillo 
Technically any non-student must get 
school official approval for being on a 
school campus between the hours of 7 
a m and 3 p m 


Readers may recall a story about 
Cabrillo student David Bryant’s exploits 
as a computer programmer His initial 
successes attracted the attention of a 
computer manufacturer and now that 
success has been compounded I hesitate 
to quote details of the financial rewards 
that are coming to the young man. but 
they're substantial It couldn't happen to 
a finer person and I might add a more 


deserving person Details of the success 
look good, but it took a lot of doing 
Bryant spends his weekends, hours 
before and after school and holidays 
working on his programming project 
The effort is paying off 


Police this week were still sifting the 
facts of the vandalism and burglary that 
hit the schools principally Lompoc High 
School 
If the initial chronology of 
reports is correct, the school was hit on 
Friday. Saturday and Sunday 
The 
repetition of the crimes is particularly 
hard for law abiding citizens to stomach 
In the case of a commercial establish­ 
ment that was hit hard, a quirk of fate 
may have contributed to the success of 
the burglars Police rushed to the scene 
when witnesses reported a rock had been 
thrown through a glass door A company 
representative also came to the scene 
The window was boarded up. everyone 
left and about a half hour later or so. the 
burglars came back and stole property 
valued at nearly $1.800 It’s the old story 
that police can't be everywhere at the 
same time

NEW YORK - Forty years ago. J 
Douglas Brown made a prophecy 
It 
turned out to be exactly right When he 
made the forecast, he told us what to do 
to meet the inevitable problem and he 
told us when to do it 
We paid no attention to the prophet 
When his prophecy came true, we were 
shocked to find that his calamity came to 
pass. Instead of taking his advice, many 
of us are upset with the advice he offered 
us 
in timely fashion, almost a half- 
century ago 
Nobody is more surprised than Brown 
himself to find that people are so upset 
about what was perfectly apparent many 
years ago and that people are so loath to 
do what is necessary and proper at this 
belated hour 
The story begins in 1938 when Brown 
headed the Social Security Advisory 
Council The body made a thorough study 
of our Social Security system and 
reached the conclusion that by 1962 it 
would be necessary and advisable for the 
federal government to become a partner 
in the fund by contributing monies out of 
the general treasury 
The reason was obvious To use the 
words of Brown “ Government contribu­ 
tions would be needed by 1962 to offset 
the accrued liability assumed by the 
system in the early years in lifting 
millions of our people from old aged 
needs-test relief fully financed from 
general taxes.’’ 
The planners of this program foresaw 
the time when such Treasury contribu­ 
tions would be necessary. They said so 
way back in the 1930s Indeed, it was 
clearly part of the plan to have the 
government join labor and management 
as the third leg in the Social Security 
support system 
The Social Security system actually 
saved money for Uncle Sam Without 
Social Security, the needy oldsters would 
have been the charges of the govern­ 
ment, supported totally with Treasury 
funds 
The Social Security Advisory Council 
report of 1938. however, went beyond 
that rationale to explain the social ethics 
favoring a 
general 
treasury con­ 
tribution: 
“ 1 Since the nation as a whole, in­ 
dependent of the beneficiaries of the 
system, will derive a benefit from the 
old-age security program, it is ap 
propnate that there be Federal financial 


participation in the old-age insurance 
system by means of revenues derived 
from sources other than payroll taxes . 
“ 2 
The principle of distributing the 
eventual cost of the old-age insurance 
svstem bv means of approximately equal 
contributions by employers, employes 
and the government is sound and should 
be definely set forth in the law when tax 
provisions are amended 
That report told us 40 years ago what 
was needed proper and possible That 
report was not the opinion of some 
professional pontificator without a sense 
of reality 
Among the signers, as Brown points 
out in a recent letter to The New \ ork 
Times, were the “ chairmen or presi- 


dents of United States Steel. General 
Electric. Curtis Publishing. Provident 
Mutual Life Insurance and the Bowery 
Savings Bank and the treasurer of 
Eastman Kodak.’’ as well as represen­ 
tatives of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. and the AFL-CIO 
Came 1962 and we blithely went our 
way as if the report had never been is­ 
sued 
Now we are in a hole — as 
predicted 
We can still crawl out of that hole All 
we have to do is re-read the advice given 
us 40 years ago and do as we should have 
done 15 years ago That would be one 
way to honor a prophet •— as well as to 
honor our fathers and mothers
